There is atown in Connecticut called Bea- 
con Falls, consisting principally of the Home 
Woolen Mill and its operatives, Where there 
is butan indifferent system of constabulary, 
and nothing like a lock-up. It is the custom 
along the weavers of the mill to right their 
own wrongs without appealing to any legal 
jurisdiction, and the course has been approv— 
ed by the old settlers who pay taxes, on the 
ground that it is a cheaper system than to 
have prosecutions regularly brought for cases 
of violation of law. Pay day at the mill comes 
once a month, and the hands take the oppor- 
tunity, as regular as the day comes around

New Ballot Protector. 
From the Boston Herald. 

Steuben L. Bacon, of this city, has, after 
four years of experiment, succeeded in the 
completion of a ballot-box which he claims is 
proof against all attempts at illegal voting, 
counting or tabulating, and, in its workings, 
defies any stuffing, repeating or unlawful per- 
sonation at elections, The essential parts of 
the inventien are a long U-shaped hook, on 
which the ballots are strung on being voted, 
and an enumerating apparatus whicb strikes a 
gong and turns up anew number every time 
a ballot is put on the hook. One end ot this 
hook prejects through the ballot slide, on 
which the ballot is placed. Each ballot, when 
voted, is placed on the projecting point of the 
hook, and covered bya inetallic washer. By 

ulling open the slide the ballot and washer 
fall into the box, where they remain strung 
on the hook, and the ballot cannot be 
removed except by considerable force, 
and, even should it be removed, the washer 
enumerator and checked names remain as 
tell-tales, and at once indicate that fraud has 
been committed. The same movement of the 
slide that dropsthe ballot inthe box also 
rings the dial of the enumerator. By an in- 
cenious device the slide is so arranged that in 
voting there is no aperture inthe box, and, 
consequently, no stealing or stuffing can be 
done. When one of the hooks is fullof bal- 
lots a wire is run through the holes at each 
end and secured by a lead seal similar to 
those in use by the Government, and the 
hook can then be removed and an empty one 
substituted for it.

The 
box is to be sealed when brought to the polls, 
asis also the registering apparatus. These 
seals are supposed to have written on them 
the names of the parties placing them there, 
and are not tobe broken, except by city or 
town officials after election.

Persons of note and 
others, accompanied dy responsible parties 
known to the custodian, are admitted and 
shown throughout the house, and given an 
explanation of the various objects of interest 
with which the rooms abound. Very many 
of the presents bestowed upon the General 
and Mrs. Grant during their sojourn in China 
and Japan, are to be seen in the parlor and 
library, including a large and elaborately in- 
laid cabinet made out of camphor wood, rich- 
ly embroidered hangings for the walls, yalu- 
uble specimens of majolica and china crockery, 
the famous saddle with gold mounted trim- 
mings presented to Gen. Grant by the Mikado 
01 Japan, paintings of the Holy Land, anda 
very large number of smaller curiosities from 
all parts of the globe. The General’s library 
is filled with a choice variety of books on his- 
torical, scientific and art subjects, sports of the 
field and stream, warfare, agriculture, me- 
chanics, ete., with a smattering of the best 
works of poetry and fiction. 

The General and Mrs. Grant are expected 
to return to their Galena home in the spring, 
and will remain until the advent of the hot 
season, Which they will spend in their sum- 
mer cottage at Long Branch.

PETROLEUM FUEL. 


A Discove that will Revolutionize 
Besiness in America. 

From the Chicago Tribune. 

A few days ago in the telegraphic columns of 
this paper appeared a brief account ofexper- 
iments with a new method of utilizing petro- 
leum as fuel. Rumors of some such discovery 
have been current among engineers and 
others for some months. The main fact now 
arrived atis the production of a new fuei 
from the combination of petroleum and 
steam, from which intense heat is instantly 
generated, under pave control, and at an 
expense so insighifi¢ant, compared with coal, 
as to promise results of an’ importance not 
easily exaggerated. This is the conviction of 
all present'to-day who witnessed its practical 


operations at the smelting works 
of G.. D. Mackey, in Grand street, Jer- 
sey City, Where ue has had liquid fuel 


in use for considerable time, but meanwhile 
carefully avoiding observation. The explan- 
ation of the methods and principles was vol- 
unteered by Col. John G Ross, of the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad Company. But the simpli- 
city of the arrangement was not the least re- 
markable of the whole. To produce combus- 
tion nothing more is necessary than by means 
of an atomizer to unite dry steam and crude 
petroleum, only a common inch-pipe being 
use for this purpose, one for steam, the other 
for oil, with cocks to regulate the flow. The 
junction is made within six inches ofa per- 
torated brick retort, which the nozzle enters, 
und instantly. on a match being applied, the 
whole interior of the furnace (an ordinary re- 
verberatory smelting furnace), becomes in- 
tensely heated, so much so that all the expos- 
ed surfaces may be easily fused. If 
applied toa steam boiler, ona locomotive or 
shipboard, itis only necessary to place the re- 
torts, made of fire-clay, on the grate bars, 
thus protecting the boiler plates from injury. 
Said Col. Ross: We can now run a locomo- 
tive from New Yorkto Philadelphia for 41, 
instead of an expense of some $25, as at pres- 
ent with coal.“ More than this, the tuel 
creates no gas, smoke, ashes or cinders—in 
corroboration of which statement the specta- 
tors were asked to observe the interior of the 
furnace and the opening of the flue above the 
road. Mr. Mackey reminded the spectators 
of what liquid fuel ought to do for the el- 
evated railroads, and of the revolution to be 
effected in steam navigation. Said 
he: “We have the sys- 
tem in perfect working in a boiler of the Jer- 
sey City Water-works in Belleville, and have 
demonstrated more than what we have said 
to be true. e said he, We only have 
to make a retort full of holes, where the gas 
is generated, and placing it on the grate bars 
of any furnace nothing else is required but to 
turn on the steam and oil, or as for that mat- 
ter, coal-tar orthe refuse of an oil refinery 
will do just as well, and one firemen can at- 
tend to a dozen furnaces just as easy as one, 
for all he has to do is to keep up steam. Hoe 
atfirmed that the new motive power could be 
used at one-eighth the cost of coal. 

Indeed. the cost was so trifling for ordinary 
arg: as to be too small for calculation. 

he gentlemen present engaged in a general 
conversation, expressing themselves in refer- 
ence to the great changes to take place in run- 
ning engines and machinery, all seeming to be 
firm in the truth that great results are in the 
immediate future. 

Mr. McCrea, Superintendent of the Motive 
Power on the Pennsylvania Railroads, said 
immediately: ‘*This is just the thing we want 
and have been long trying for.’’ The only 
difficulty heretofore has been in the combust- 
ion—in the mode of applying the fuel. 
Onthe New Jersey Midland Railroad, not 
long ago, they thought they had the right 
thing beyonda doubt,and went so far as to 
organize a company, with $2,000,000, to apply 
it, but the plan did not work. Several of the 
steamship lines, too, have tried 
it, with no better success. The 
atone process, however, with 
super-heated steam in combination, is accept- 
ed as the true solution of the difficulty. It is 
observed that the dryer the steam the greater 
the power,and so the present purpose is to turn 
the pipes supplying steam directly through the 
furnace, so that the combination with the 
oil shall take place after the steam has been 
heated to the highest degree attainable. As 
yet the mechanism employed is of a very 
cfude character, but is susceptible of a per- 
fection which shall setat rest all questions 
concerning the feasibility of.a practical appli- 
cation. Said a prominent official of the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad Company this morning: 
‘*Workmen will commence to-day to put the 
new apparatus into the Matthiesser’s Steam 
Sugar Refinery, where they have thirteen 
boilers, and within a month we shall have a 
locomotivelrusning to Philadelphia.“

A Teamster’s Hallucination Causes 
Him to Dréwn Himself. 


To Escape the Detectives He Jumps into 
a Well. 


Early this morning a telegram was received 
by the Coroner over the police telegraph lines 
stating that a man had committed suicide by 
drowning himself in a well in the rear of his 
home, on the east side of Main between Dor- 
cas and Harper streets, in the Second Police 
District. Shortly after the telegram was re- 
ceived a reporter was onthe spot. The man 
was Henry Cauk, and from his wife 
Bertha Cauk the following story of the snicide 
was obtained. The deceased is my husbend; 
he is thirty-two years of age, was born in St. 
Louis and is ateamster by trade. He com- 
mitted suicide some time lastnight by jump- 
ing into the well, which has abont twelve feet 
of water init. Last night we were out visiting 
at same neighbars’ houses and we returned 
home about 9:30 o’clock. We sat down for a 
half an hour, and then went to bed. He was 
in better mood than was usual for him, for he 
has not been in his right mind for several 
weeks. Ille is a teamster, and he had not 


paid his license, and was under the impres- 


tives were following him. He talked of this 
and could not get rid of that idea, and on ves- 
terday I paid the vehicle license,and when I 
showed him the receipt he said, ‘Now, it’s all 
right,’ and I thought he would 
not think of this any more. II. 
was in good spirits last night 
and about half an hour after we retired he got 


up and put on his slippers and pants. I wait- 


da few minutes for him, but went tosleep 
shortly and did not awake until 5 o’clock this 
morning. Whenl looked around I saw my 
husband was missing. I then thought of his 
going into the yard last night and hnrried to 
the front part of the house and notified mv 
mother-in-law.

The deceased was a large man and the aperture 
through which he climbed into the well was 
not over a foot and a half square, so that it 
must have caused bim considerable exertion 
to carry out his suicidal intentions.

There is a smoky Scotch mist hanging ovr 


the river to-day, which occasionally evol ces 


itself into rain and which is doing a great <ieal 


to rot the rapidly passing ice. The rive is no 


longer buttered with the cakes thitskly, al- 
though it is still full of them. The 


ice running is still {yom the 
Misscuri river and tha’, passing 
to-day is from far up in the mountain fast- 
nesses. It has the ground and saturated air 
of long travel. The river itse’f is very high, 
the rise here being a little over eight feet, 
and the water has spread over the Cahokia 
bottoms.

Him to Drown Himself. 


To Escape the Detectives He Jumps into 
a Well. 


Early this morning a telegram was received 
by the Coroner over the police telegraph lines 
stating that a man had committed suicide by 
drowning himself in a well in the rear of his 
home, on the east side of Main between Dor- 
cas and Harper streets, in the Second Police 
District. Shortly after the telegram was re- 
ceived a reporter was onthe spot. The man 
was Henry Cauk, and from his wife 


Bertha Cauk the following story of the snicide 
was obtained. The deceased is my husbend; 
he is thirty-two years of age, was born in St. 
Louis and is ateamster by trade. He com- 
mitted suicide some time lastnight by jump- 
ing into the well, which has abont twelve feet 
of waterinit. Last night we were out visiting 
at same neighbors’ houses and we returned 
home about 9:30 o’clock. We sat down for a 
half an hour, and then went to bed. He was 
in better mood than was usual for him, for he 
has not been in his right mind for several 
weeks. Ile is a teamster, and he had not 
paid his license, and was under the impres- 
sion that the police knew this and the detec- 
tives were following him. He talked of this 
and could not get rid of that idea, and on ves- 
terday I paid the vehjcle license, and when I 
showed him the receipt he said, ‘Now, it’s all 
6 and I thought he would 
not think of this any more. IIe 
was in good spirits last night 
and about half an hour after we retired he got 
up and put on his slippers and pants. I wait- 
eda few minutes for him, but went tosleep 
shortly and did not awake until 5 o’clock this 
morning. Whbenl looked around I saw my 
husband was missing. I then thought of his 
going into the yard last night and hnrried to 
the front part of the house and notified my 
mother-in-law. We went into the yard and 
when she looked in the well she saw the rope 
was hanging down and the buckef which 
she had left on the inside 
last night was now onthe outside. I got a 
hook and rope and after searching for some 
time I found the body atthe bottom. I thet 
called to August Bertz, who fished the body 
out.“ : 

The body was uninjured, not a bruise being 
apparent, so that the man must have taken 
hold of the rope and deliberately dropped 
himself into the water, drowning immediately. 
The deceased was a large man and the aperture 
through which he climbed into the well was 
not over a foot and a half square, so that it 
must have caused bim considerable exertion 
to carry out his suicidal intentions. 


THE NECK OF BANKS. 
How it Was Imperiled by Absence of 


Counsel. 
Robert W. Goode, the attorney of Banks, 


‘the colored murderer, whose execution was to 


have taken place to-day, returned to town 
from New York this morning. Meetinga 
POST-DISPATCH reporter at the Court-house 
Mr. Goode said that le had not been properly 


represented in the Banks’ matter. Before he 
leit tbe city all the necessary steps for an 
appeal in the case had been taken. The tran- 
script was prepared and the bill of exceptions 
for signature. Judge Laughlin and the clerk 
ofthe Criminal Court could prove that he, 
Goode, had diligently pursued the matter to 
that stage. He expected that asa criminal 
case it would reacha hearing in Appellate 
Court long before the day set for 
execution, but if it did not an application for 
a writ of supersedeas would, of course, be 
necessary, as an appeal does not operate as a 
supersedeas. Business cailed him away from 
the city, and he left the Banks case inthe 
hands of M. W. Huff, with the understanding 
that he would apply fora supersedeas if the 
emergency arose. The case was not reached 
in the Appellate Court before the day set for 
execution and Mr. Goode received a telegram 
effect that Presby N. 
Jones had moved as his friend for a writ of 
supersedeas in the Court of Appeals. He was 
somewhat surprised that the matter had not 


been attended to and took the next train for 


home reaehing here last night. Mr. 
Huff says that he did not apply for asuper- 
sedeas, because Mr. Jones assumed to act in 
behalf of Mr. Goode. In any case, the mur-
